Two Sides to Question 


WHILE we are strongly of the opinion that the deer in north­ 
ern Minnesota should be given additional protection, rays the Be­ 
midji Daily Pioneer, that the season should -lie shortened, that, 
more closed years should he ordered ant! that the one buck law 
should be extended to more cl the counties we are willing to ad- j 
rn it that in time this policy might become a nuisance and require! 
as severe measures as its institution. 
At the present time it appears that the deer are being slaugh-. 
tered to an extent that is alarming. The sight, of a deer during 
the tourist season is a real thrill to those who visit this section ct 
the state but the possibilities of that thrill are being rapidly re­ 
moved under the present system. 
An article, however, appearing in a recent issue of the Wal- 
tonian makes us hesitate about advocating too generous a treat­ 
ment of the wild game, if the statements made can be substan­ 
tiated. The article says: 


D eer have becom e so num erous in m any cou n ties of P en n sylvan ia 
th at they are not only ravagin g farm crops but ii st Toying the fores: m, 
their own natural food and food and cover of sm all gam e. M any docs 
are not breeding but require just rn min h food ms those that arc re­ 
producing. 
The surplus stock of deer resulted over 20 years of protection of 
does and faw ns. The deer herds increased, but the food for them did 
not. 
F or tw o years th e com m ission has tried to reduce the surplus by 
p erm itting of k illing does. T his year the sam e policy will be pursued 
and 100,000 special deer licen ses w ill be offered for sale. T his will Iv in 
addition to the regular licen ses for antlered deer and for a different 
season. It is expected th at from 25,000 to 30,000 does will he disposed 
o f in this way. 
Som e advocate th e abrogation of the buck law entirely but the 
com m ission and m ost sp ortsm en of the sta te do not approve. T hey 
m ain tain that the building up of P en nsylvania deer supply from p rac­ 
tically nothing in 1907, to the present surplus stock is an u n an sw er­ 
able argum ent in favor of tho buck law .
